U of A moves 
to suspend 20 
arts programs 


Chopping block. 

Ukrainian folklore, 
technical theatre and 
Italian studies at risk 


Twenty programs offered by 
the University of Alberta’s fac¬ 
ulty of arts are on the chop¬ 
ping block, according to the 
faculty’s dean. 

Lesley Cormack sent an 
interdepartmental memo to 
staff on Aug. 16 that lists 20 
proposed program suspen¬ 
sions, which include 13 bach¬ 
elor of arts majors. 

“I have sent a letter to all of 
the chairs telling them that I 
am starting the process of sus¬ 
pending admission into those 
programs, which is the first 
step before we move toward 
cancellation of programs,” said 
Cormack.

Cormack said the program 
suspensions will only affect 
new students who choose to 
major in the programs. 

Minors in the affected 
programs will continue and 
students who are currently in 
affected majors will be able to 
finish their degrees. 

Cormack said the 20 pro¬ 
grams were chosen because 
they had 10 or fewer students 
enrolled as majors over the 
past seven years. 

Staff of the affected pro¬ 
grams have until Sept. 3 to 
write to the dean in defence 
of their programs before a sus¬ 
pension of enrolment will be 
imposed. 


Cormack said while the 
proposed suspensions were 
triggered by budget cuts, 
axing underutilized programs 
is “good management” and 
should be done regularly. 

Thomas Lulcaszulc, minister 
of advanced education, called 
Cormack’s decision to look at 
suspending programs “cour¬ 
ageous” and said all deans in 
all faculties at schools across 
Canada should do the same. 

“Schools have to offer rel¬ 
evant programs that students 
want to take,” he said. 

Cormack warned that in 
addition to the program sus¬ 
pensions, there will be addi¬ 
tional cuts within the arts fac¬ 
ulty in the coming months and 
years. “For students there will 
be sustainably less choice and 
fuller classes. So it may take 
them longer to finish their de¬ 
grees,” she said.

Rally. Carnage in 
Cairo is now 'past 
the politics,’ one 
demonstrator says

Hundred of Egyptians and 
other Edmontonians gathered 
in front of the Alberta legisla¬ 
ture on Sunday afternoon to 
protest the killings in Egypt 
and plead with the Canadian 
government to speak out 
against the violence. 

Many of the demonstrators 


held up pictures of the brutal 
fighting in Egypt, and slogans 
such as “Army forces shame on 
you, killing people is all you do” 
echoed throughout the park. 

“Egypt is heading down 
the path of destruction,” said 
Tamir Ali, a speaker at the pro¬ 
test. “Unless something drastic 
happens, it will easily join the 
ranks of failed states where 
bloodbaths are a daily occur¬ 
rence.” 

Ali arrived in Canada from 
Egypt more than 12 years ago 
and still travels between the 
two countries regularly. He im¬ 
plored the crowd to stand up 
for Egypt by writing letters to 
all levels of government. 

“We are calling upon our 


Canadian government not 
to remain silent against this 
massacre and to take a strong 
stance against this crime 
against humanity,” he said. 

Some protesters were un¬ 
able to hold back tears as the 
speakers described the violence 
that has struck their home. 

“We’re all well past the 
politics. We’re past the div¬ 
ision of the anti-Morsi or the 
pro-Morsi,” said Laila Ahmed, 
a spokesperson for the rally, re¬ 
ferring to the conflict between 
backers and opponents of oust¬ 
ed Egyptian president Moham¬ 
med Morsi. “We’re at a deeper 
level now where Egyptian life 
has become worthless. We can¬ 
not be silent at a time like this.”

• The hand gesture made 
by raising four fingers, 
seen in the photo above, 
is called the "Rabaa sign” 
and it has become a 
symbol of the massacres 
in Egypt.

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Thirty-six prisoners killed, 
but was it by gas or guns? 


Security forces fired tear gas at 
a prison truck in Egypt Sunday 
in an attempt to free a police 
officer from rioting detainees, 
killing at least 36 suspects 
rounded up during street 
clashes, officials said. 

The killed detainees were 
part of a prison truck convoy 
of some 600 people heading to 
prison in northern Egypt, offi¬ 


cials said. Detainees in one of 
the trucks rioted Sunday and 
managed to capture a police 
officer inside, the officials said. 

Security forces fired tear 
gas into the truck in hopes of 
freeing the badly beaten offi¬ 
cer, the officials said. They said 
the 36 died from suffocation. 

However, the officials’ ver¬ 
sion of events contradicted 


state media reports. The offi¬ 
cial website of Egyptian state 
TV reported the deaths took 
place after security forces 
clashed with militants near 
the prison and detainees came 
under fire while trying to es¬ 
cape. The official MENA state 
news agency also said the 
trucks came under attack from 
gunmen, the Canadian press

It was a weekend of woriy for 
Tarek Loubani’s family, left 
in the dark after the London, 
Ont., emergency-room doctor 
was arrested by Cairo police 
on Friday. 

But by late Sunday, the 
Department of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs had confirmed that its 
embassy in Cairo is trying to 
help Loubani and his fellow 
captive, York University Prof. 
John Greyson. 

“We have heard from Can¬ 
adian consular services that 
they managed to visit Tarek 
Loubani and John Greyson in 
the Egyptian prison facility,” 
Justin Podur, a mutual friend 
of the two, posted on his blog. 

“(The consulate is) going 
to go back to the prison (Mon¬ 
day) and they’re going to try 
to get them out.” 

Podur said he has no in¬ 
formation about why the two 
men are being held, but it was 
much worse when family and 
friends didn’t know anything. 

Earlier in the day, Lou¬ 
bani’s cousin Hanan Loubani 
said the family was desperate 
for information. 

“We have no idea how to 
get in contact with him,” the 
Londoner said. “We’re afraid, 
we’re waiting for some sort of

answer. 

“He went down there to 
offer aid. He usually goes to 
Gaza eveiy three months 
through the Rafah border in 
Egypt, but this time it was 
closed. And Egypt’s treatment 
of Palestinians lately has not 
been the best.” 

Loubani, who came to 
Canada as a Palestinian refu¬ 
gee, was on his way to Gaza as 
part of an ongoing collabora¬ 
tion between Western Univer¬ 
sity and Al-Shifa Hospital. 

Greyson was tagging along 
as a filmmaker to do some ex¬ 
ploratory work.

Prison authorities ignored 
favourable information in 
unfairly branding former 
Guantanamo Bay prisoner 
Omar Khadr as a maximum- 
security inmate, according to 
Canada’s prison ombudsman. 

In a recent letter to a top 
prison official, the Office of 
the Correctional Investigator 


urges another look at Khadr’s 
classification. 

“The OCI has not found 
any evidence that Mr. Khadr’s 
behaviour while incarcerated 
has been problematic and 
that he could not be safely 
managed at a lower security 
level,” the letter states. 

Ivan Zinger, of the in¬ 


dependent Office of the Cor¬ 
rectional Investigator, calls 
the case “unique and excep¬ 
tional.” 

He says Khadr has shown 
no evidence of problematic be¬ 
haviour in Canadian custody. 
The Toronto-born Khadr, 26, 
spent a decade in the notori¬ 
ous U.S. prison on Cuba. 


He was transferred to Can¬ 
ada last September to serve 
out the remainder of an eight- 
year sentence handed down 
by an American military com¬ 
mission. Prison officials have 
defended the classification, 
arguing among other things 
that Khadr poses a moderate 
escape risk, the Canadian press

Canadian’s 
hell as a 
hostage in 
Somalia 


Taken hostage. 

Alberta woman 
starved, beaten and 
sexually brutalized 
tells all in a soon-to- 
be-released book 


After about a year of being 
held hostage and tortured, 
Amanda Lindhout decided it 
was time to kill herself. 

The Alberta woman, taken 
hostage in Somalia in August 
2008, says she reached her 
breaking point after spend¬ 
ing three days trussed up like 
an animal, her hands and feet 
pulled so tightly behind her 
back that she could barely 
breathe. 

When her captors did un¬ 
tie her, they told her it was 
only a reprieve. They prom¬ 
ised to use the same torture 
technique on her again each 
day until they got their ran¬ 
som money. 

Left alone, Lindhout re¬ 
solved that she was better off 
dead. She would take a rusty 
razor to her wrists. 

But as she held the blade 
in her hand, a small brown 
bird flew into the doorway 
of the room where she was 
being held. It hopped on the 
dirty floor, looked at her and 
flew away. It was the first bird 


she’d seen since shortly after 
she was taken. 

“I’d always believed in 
signs ... and now, when it 
most mattered, I’d had one,” 
she writes. “I would live and 
go home. It didn’t matter 
what came next or what I had 
to endure. I would make it 
through.” 

In an advance edition of 
a book, set for release next 
month, the 32-year-old de¬ 
tails the brutal 15 months 
she spent in captivity along 
with Australian photograph¬ 
er Nigel Brennan. Entitled A 
House in the Sky, the book is 
co-authored by Sara Corbett. 

It reveals how Lindhout 
and Brennan’s families even¬ 
tually gave up on the Can¬ 
adian and Australian govern¬ 
ments and co-ordinated the 
pair’s release themselves. The 
final price for their lives: $1.2 
million. About $600,000 went 
to the kidnappers as ransom. 
They’d originally asked for 
$3 million. The remaining 
money was spent on other 
costs, including a $2,000-per- 
day fee for a hostage negoti¬ 
ator. 

The two families split the 
bill. While Brennan’s family 
was more well off, Lindhout’s 
parents came up with their 
half with the help of dona¬ 
tions.

EU recovery is 
good economic 
news for Canada 

Canada’s economy looked 
anything but world-beating 
during the first half of 
2013, but economists say 
the restraints that have 
handcuffed exports and jobs 
growth are starting to break. 

The biggest confidence 
booster may be the news 
that the troubled Eurozone 
burst out of a prolonged 
recession earlier than ex¬ 
pected, posting a modest but 
still significant 1.1 per cent 
annualized expansion in the 
second quarter. 

As CIBC chief economist 
Aveiy Shenfeld notes, with 
Canadian exporters fixated 
on the U.S. and China, it’s 
easy to ignore the potential 
good a resurgent Europe 
could bring. ‘“Viva Europa’ 
is admittedly too strong a 
rallying ciy for now,” he 
said, but Canadians should 
be cheering nonetheless 
because the continent’s 
malaise was felt on this side 
of the Atlantic as well.

Organic claims. Lettuce 
beg to differ: Small farms 
prefer alternative label 


New York state farmers Jus¬ 
tine and Brian Denison say 
they adhere to all the grow¬ 
ing practices required for or¬ 
ganic certification, yet if they 
label their beans and toma¬ 
toes “organic” at the farmer’s 
market, they could face fed¬ 
eral charges and $20,000 US 
or more in fines. 

Because the Denisons chose 
not to seek organic certifica¬ 
tion by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, the Denison Farm, 
which has been under organic 
management for more than 20 
years, is banned from using that 
term. So they and hundreds of 
other small direct-marketing 
farms across the country have 
adopted an alternative label: 
Certified Naturally Grown. 

Started by a group of or¬ 
ganic farmers in New York’s 
mid-Hudson Valley as a back¬ 
lash against federal takeover of 
the organic program in 2002, 
Certified Naturally Grown has 
expanded over the past decade 
to include more than 700 farms 
in 47 states, executive director 
Alice Varon said. 

“Certified Naturally Grown 
is tailored for direct-market 
farmers producing food with¬ 
out any synthetic chemicals 
specifically for their local com¬ 
munities,” Varon said. “It’s a 
particular niche of the agricul¬ 
tural world. It’s not in direct 
competition with the national 
organic program.” 

Many small farmers previ¬ 
ously certified organic by an 
independent organization have 
declined to participate in the 
federal program. They voice a 
variety of objections: Extensive 
record-keeping requirements; 
fees that can amount to six 
per cent of a small farm’s gross 
sales; and philosophical objec¬ 
tions to joining a monolithic 
government-run program that

If you’re not sure what to watch 
on television, don’t wony — 
Twitter wants to help. Some 
Twitter users saw a new banner 
stuck at the top of their news- 
feeds last week when browsing 
the site on mobile devices. 

The new banners are de¬ 
signed to feature a TV show 
that’s trending on Twitter, 
meaning that a lot of people are 
talking about it. The banner in¬ 
cludes information about how 
many people have mentioned 
it in their tweets, what time 
the show airs and on which 
network, and makes it easy for 
users to figure out how to par¬ 
ticipate in the conversation or 
tweet at a show’s stars. 

It’s the latest attempt by the 
social-media website to make 
watching TV a social pursuit 
and convince people to tune 
into live TV by making them 
feel as if they’re missing out on 
something. 

It’s more than just telling 
people what’s on, it’s also sug¬ 
gesting what people might like. 

Twitter tries out a number of 
experiments on small numbers 
of users and wouldn’t comment 
on this specific test. “We’re al¬ 
ways looking for ways to make 
watching TV along with Twitter 
more fun and more engaging,” 
said Twitter spokeswoman Ra¬ 
chael Horwitz. 

In a blog post on Friday, 
Twitter pointed to reality show 
Duck Dynasty as an example of 
success in marrying TV watch¬ 
ing and tweeting, and creating 
real ratings from that marriage. 

The show’s Season 4 pre¬ 
miere was watched by nearly 
12 million viewers on Wed¬ 
nesday, making it the “most- 
watched non-fiction series tele¬ 
cast in cable histoiy.” 

On Twitter, there were 
325,631 tweets about Duck Dy¬ 
nasty on the same day. 

Twitter says Duck Dynasty 
has become “the most social 
program on TV” and saw a re¬ 
cord-breaking number of view¬ 
ers “because of an intensive 
A&E Twitter campaign to get 
fans talking about the show.” 
Games that encouraged users 
to tweet with a certain hashtag, 
for example, kept people talk-

Political science professor An¬ 
thony Gierzynski has analyzed 
the influence of Harry Potter 
on youngsters in the United 
States. Here a few thoughts 
from the author of Harry Pot¬ 
ter and the Millennials: Re¬ 
search Methods and the Pol¬ 
itics of the Muggle Generation. 

You wrote three books about 
U.S. politics. How did you get 
the idea of mixing your previ¬ 
ous studies with the Harry 
Potter phenomenon? 

I have long had an interest in, 
and speculated about the role 
of entertainment media in pol¬ 
itics, sparked by movies like 
Do the Right Thing, Star Wars, 
Independence Day and movies 
portraying the U.S. President 
as an action hero in the 1990s, 
the portrayal of politicians 
in movies and TV (which is 
nearly universally negative), 
the different Star Trek series, 
and, more recently Battlestar 
Gallactica (which is rich with 
politics), and so on. And, I 
have had many conversations 
with my students about the 


subject and ultimately decided 
to design a class whose pur¬ 
pose would be to investigate 
entertainment media effects. 
The first few semesters of the 
class we ran experiments, con¬ 
ducted surveys, and collected 
qualitative data on the effects 
of entertainment media such 
as Star Wars, The Simpsons 
and South Park, and overall 
TV viewing habits (some of 
that research is reported in 
this book), before doing the 
Potter research. 

I also guess you read the 
books and watched the 
movies. Have you been 
influenced by this kind of 
phenomenon at your time 


(Star Wars, etc)? 

I am a fan of Hariy Potter, 
but I am a Gen Xer, not a 
Millennial, so other enter¬ 
tainment media that I was 
exposed to in my formative 
years — yes, Star Wars, the 
Lord of the Rings books, 
Saturday Night Live, and Star 
Trek were the main sources 
of entertainment media 
influences for my political 
socialization. 

One the main points of 
your book is that you chose 
people who grew up with the 
characters over a long period 
( 10-15 years). Thus, you note 
that the Millennials read it 
during their most politically 


vulnerable and formative 
years. Your study shows that 
fans have transposed some 
lessons\values from the ser¬ 
ies (equality, tolerance, com¬ 
mitment, loyalty, diversity, 
anti-violence\anti-torture) 
into their real life. Can you 
tell us more about these 
observations? 

The key thing is that, while 
the Potter series was a stoiy 
designed to entertain, the 
nature of the story (and 
indeed any stoiy) is that the 
characters learn certain les¬ 
sons as the plot moves along 
and exhibit certain char¬ 
acteristics. As we become 
immersed in the story and 
identify with characters we 


tend to internalize those 
lessons and sometimes adopt 
those characteristics for 
our own. So, Harry and his 
friends evince an aversion to 
violence, fight for tolerance 
and equality and oppose 
oppressive authority and we 
found fans had similar traits 
on those veiy attitudes. 

Could Harry Potter keep con¬ 
tinuing to have this kind of 
impact — for example, Star 
Wars is still popular many 
decades after the first movie? 
Possibly — I still have students 
who are Potter fans. The next 
generation, however, may 
adopt a different entertain¬ 
ment phenomenon.

Drowning risk 
highest on hot days 

In books and movies, drown- 
ings almost always seem to 
occur in bad weather. But the 
perception isn’t actually accur¬ 
ate, a new study suggests. 


The work, by researchers 
from the University of Toronto 
and Sunnybroolc Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre, says the risk of 
drowning outdoors is nearly 
70 per cent higher on days 
when the mercuiy climbs to 
30 C or above. 

Lead author Dr. Michael 
Fraliclc and his co-authors 


drew data from records on 
1,243 drownings recorded by 
Ontario’s Office of the Chief 
Coroner. The deaths took 
place in the province between 
1999 and 2009. 

Most of the drownings 
took place during the sum¬ 
mer months. And most of 
the people who drown did so 


while taking part in recrea¬ 
tional activities. 

In the vast majority of 
cases, personal flotation 
devices were not used. They 
were either not present (80 
per cent of cases) or not worn 
(11 per cent of cases). Most of 
the drownings took place in 
open water, the Canadian press

The business of being mom 



Opting out. Many

Ten years ago the phrase 
“opting out”, became a part 
of the lexicon, due mostly 
to a New York Times op-ed 
piece called The Opt-Out 
Revolution. 

Written by Lisa Belkin, 
it was about the growing 
trend of women dropping 
out of high powered careers 
in order to stay at home 
with their families.

Learning in the lap of distraction

I can’t compute. Study 
finds students have 
tougher time being 
taught when peers 
are pounding away at 
their keyboards 


Laptops have replaced pen 
and paper for many post¬ 
secondary students, but a 
Canadian study suggests 
using computers during lec¬ 
tures could be hurting their 
grades and lowering their 
classmates’ marks. 

For the study, published 
earlier this year in the jour¬ 
nal Computers & Education, 
research subjects in two 
experiments were asked to 
attend a university-level lec¬ 
ture and then complete a 
multiple-choice quiz based 
on what they learned. 

In the first experiment, 
which was designed to gauge 
how multi-tasking affects 
learning, all the participants 
used laptops to take notes 
during a lecture on meteor¬ 
ology. But half were also 
asked to complete a series 
of unrelated tasks on their 
computers when they felt 
they could spare some time. 
Those tasks — which includ¬ 
ed online searches for infor¬ 
mation — were meant to 
mimic what distracted stu¬ 
dents might do during class. 

In the second experi¬ 
ment, some students were 
given pencils and paper to 
take notes during a lecture 
while others worked on lap¬ 
tops. Researchers wanted to 
observe if the students tak¬ 
ing notes the old-fashioned 
way would be distracted by 
having computer screens 
around them. 

Faria Sana, who co-auth¬ 
ored the study with fellow 


Screening your studies 


doctoral student Tina Wes¬ 
ton, said she expected lower 
test marks for students who 
were asked to multi-task 
during the experiment, or 


were seated near other stu¬ 
dents using laptops. But 
the distraction effect was 
stronger than she hypoth¬ 
esized. 


“We really tried to make 
it pretty close to what ac¬ 
tually happens in the lec¬ 
tures. We found that lo and 
behold, the students who 
multi-taslced performed 
much worse on the final 
test and those who were 
seated around peers who 
were multi-tasking also per¬ 
formed much worse on the 
final test,” said Sana. 

“So you might not be 
multi-tasking but if you have 


a clear view of someone else 
who is multi-tasking, your 
performance is still going to 
be impaired.” 

The students in the first 
experiment who were asked 
to multi-task averaged 11 
per cent lower on their quiz. 
The students in the second 
experiment who were sur¬ 
rounded by laptops scored 
17 per cent lower.

Sana also noted that the 
students who participated 
in the experiments said they 
didn’t really expect their 
marks to suffer much from 
computer use in the class¬ 
room. 

“At the end we gave a 
survey to all the students 
and what we found was 
that these peers who were 
seated around multi-taslcers 
had no idea they were be¬ 
ing distracted. They didn’t 
think the laptops were caus¬ 
ing a distraction but based 
on the scores of their final 
test, they actually were,” 
she said. 

Seeing dozens of laptops 
in a classroom is now com¬ 
mon, Sana said, as is spy¬ 
ing some students on social 
networks, playing games or 
watching movies instead of 
paying attention.

Kids say the damndest 
things.

When Kim Lunansky was 
growing up she got the pro¬ 
verbial soap treatment if she 
was caught swearing, but 
now that she has kids of her 
own she prefers to wash their 
mouths out with common 
sense. 

The Windsor-based author 
lets her three children, aged 
five to 13, swear at home and 
has spent many nights talk¬ 
ing with them about the uses 
and abuses of language. 

“My husband doesn’t 
think you should let your 
kids swear at all, but I’m 
kind of the opposite,” she 
said. “You need to teach them 
what words mean, and they 
need a safe space to learn to 
use that vocabulary appropri¬ 
ately.” 

Lunansky has written a 
book about her adventures in 
adolescent cussing, appropri¬ 
ately entitled How to Teach 
Your Kids to Swear. More of a 
treatise than a how-to guide, 
the book chronicles her at- 




Lunansky’s rule of thumb 
is that it’s OK to swear so long 
as it’s not going to offend 


anyone within earshot. 

“We’ve come to a place in 
our language where swearing 
is pretty common,” she said. 
“So if one of my kids comes 
home and says they had a 
s—y day at school, I’m not 
going to go off the deep end 
about it. Maybe they had a 
bad day.” 

There are moments where 
Lunansky is less forgiving, 
like the time her son — upset 
after his sister dressed up his 
Star Wars figures like Barbie 
dolls — interrupted a Christ¬ 
mas meal with a diatribe fit 
for a sailor. 

“He was just stringing cuss 
words together,” she said. 
“I don’t even think it made 


sense.” 

After excusing herself 
from a table full of slack- 
jawed relatives, Lunansky 
took her son aside, gave him 
a time out and tried to im¬ 
press upon him that swearing 
in front of extended family 
might not be the best idea. 

Lunansky admits her ap¬ 
proach is controversial, but 
says it’s an improvement 
over simply making swear 
words verboten. 

“If you make something 
taboo, it attracts kids like a 
magnet,” she said. “It creates 
a cycle where maybe they 
won’t do it in front of you, 
but they’ll do it everywhere 
else to see how people react.”

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Bolt caps Jamaica’s sweep of 
gold medals in sprinting events 


Track and field. In 

anchoring his country 
to victory in 4x100 relay, 
Bolt becomes most 
successful athlete ever 
at world championships 


Usain Bolt is, yet again, perfect. 

And with three gold medals 
in Moscow, the Jamaican great 
became the most successful 
athlete in the 30-year histoiy 
of the world championships. 

The 4x100-metre relay gold 
on Sunday erased the mem¬ 
ories of the 100 title he missed 
out on in South Korea two 
years ago because of a false 
start. And, in combination 
with a similar 100-200-4x100 
triple from Shelly-Ann Fraser- 
Piyce, Bolt was instrumental 
in giving Jamaica the first- 
ever sweep in those six sprint 
events. 

Bolt was trailing American 


Justin Gatlin when he got the 
baton on the anchor leg, but a 
botched U.S. handover and his 
superlative speed were enough 
to see him, and his country, 
win. 

He gritted his teeth, dipped 
at the line, and then grinned. 

The United States was 
second in 37.66. 

“I wasn’t really worried 
about Justin. I knew if he got 
the baton in front of me, I 
could catch him,” Bolt said. “So 
it was just going out there to 
run as fast as possible.” 

Bolt had already won the 
100 and 200 metres. It was his 
second such sprint triple at the 
world championships, match¬ 
ing the two he has won at the 
Olympics. 

With his victoiy, Bolt 
moved to the top of the all- 
time world championships 
medals table with eight gold 
and two silver, edging Carl 
Lewis, who has eight gold, one 
silver and one bronze.
